When lend-lease was terminated, it was done under 
melt conditions that much of the program, already under 
taken, would continue. 
There has been no true accounting of how much of 
the French loan was carried out before the end ut the war, 
flow much was cancelled with the ending of lend lease, 
and how much still is being sent to France, 
As long as de Gaulle was supported by tin* French 
people, little question rose as to the details. 
But now the issue assumes considerable importance 
The French government has gone through wh.it is 
tatamount to a revolution, and instead of Iwing in the 
hands of de Gaulle, France now is dominated by the 
Communists. 
One of the purposes of the loan in the first instance 
was to try to save free government iii one of its important 
birthplaces, the Frenc h Republic, Now that purpose ha* 
been defeated. 
More important, whatever remains of the American 
gift to France is in the hands now of the Communistic 
'enemies of the American system of government. 
Congress should make it its business to see exactly 
what the situation is today, and to shut off any further 
aid to France until it is clear whether that nation is to he 
the enemy or the friend of free governments. 
Furthermore, Congress must take the precaution in 
the future of preventing the possibility that loans be ex­ 
tended to “ friendly” nations one month, only to have 
domestic upheavals put the money into tile hands of 
enemies of America. 
The American people are going to have to dig deep 
into their pockets to raise the money the State Depart­ 
ment experts promise with such prodigality; the least they 
can ask is that their tax payments be not thus allowed to 
tall into the unfriendly hands of foreign enemies,
